The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
allowablility of the claims resides, at least in part, in that closest prior art of record Penn 
et al. (U.S. patent 5,594,652) does not disclose or suggest, alone or in combination, the 
first and second photopolymer mixing within the same layer to produce a layer of third 
material, the third material being a photopolymer having prerequisite hardness and 
modulus of elasticity, in combination with the other elements and features of the claimed 
invention.
